Isn't there some law that stipulates 


that each floor of any office building 
must have one or more windows that 
open freely to provide access to a fire 
escape? Recently, offices in the State 
National Bank building had microfilm 
equipment with an ammonia leak, and 
the fire escape windows wouldn't open. 


Yes, there are laws which require 


that fire escape access windows open 
freely, and periodic inspections are 
made locally. 


Fire Chief Duane Wommack said that 


his inspectors attempt to visit every 
business about once every four months. 
When violations, such as the one you 
mention, are found, the inspectors give 
the business a reasonable period of 
time — two to three weeks — in which to 
correct the problem. 


If, on a follow-up visit the problem 


still exists, then the fire inspector will 
file a complaint in court, Wommack 
said. 


"Sometimes, these window problems 


come when the windows have been 
painted and the paint sticks them," 
Wommack explained. "In these kinds 
of cases, we try to give the business a 
reasonable amount of time to get the 
problem fixed. If they don't, then we 
have to file on them." 


Why can't the school district have 


sand put under the Bowie Elementary 
school climber (the ark)? A child 
playing on this playground equipment 
could fall one day and break an arm or 
a leg. 


Supt. Mark Culwell says sand will be 


put under this equipment in the near 
future. 


Original plans were to wait on putting 


in the sand until that equipment is 
replaced. The ark, which is part of the 
playground equipment purchased by 
the Bowie PTA, has a defect in it and a 
replacement is being shipped to the 
campus for installation, Culwell said.

Billie Carroll. 


"According to the Law Envorcement 


Guideline Manual," Mrs. Carroll said, 
"funds are provided for tuition, fees 
and books to full-time or part-time 
students 
employed 
in 
permanent 


professional or paraprofesslonal jobs in 
law 
enforcement-criminal 
justice 


agencies." 


Mrs. Carroll explained that grant 


recipients are permitted to enroll in 
courses which are a part of approved 
undergraduate 
degree programs or 


majors in areas which will enhance 
then- professional qualifications, 
jch study is limited to certificate or 
degree programs related to crime or 
more general degree programs in the 
behavioral, 
managerial 
or 
social 


sciences. 


I would like to know why the school 


district requires yearly 
individual 


physical examinations for members of 
the tennis team and other athletics, 
while the football team is examined as 
a group without any charge? My son's 
exam this year was over $25 and he 
missed three hours from school to have 
this done. It is difficult for me to un- 
derstand this discrimination that Is 
forced on anyone playing a sport other 
than football. 


Annual physical exams are required 


for any student participating in any 
sport by the University Interscholastic 
League (UIL), according to Athletic 
Director Bob McElroy. 


"The UIL requires that we have on 


file a medical certificate for every 
student participating in any athletic 
program," McElroy said. "This, I 
think, is a good idea and we would 
require them whether the UIL did or 
not." 


As to the football team, several years 


ago local physicians offered to provide 
these examinations at no cost to the 
school district or the players. This 
allows all the players to be examined at 
once so that practices can get un- 
derway on schedule, and it keeps the 
waiting rooms of each physician from 
filling up with athletes who need the 
annual physical. 


"This is a service to the schools and 


to the students that the doctors have 
donated to us," McElroy said. "There 
is certainly no discrimination intended 
In any way." 


McElroy said as the enrollment for 


football and other programs increases, 
however, the district may have to re- 
evaluate the current system. 


"We realize this is a problem," he 


said, "and what I foresee in the future 
is starting these exams In the early 
summer or even the late spring. As we 
get more athletes, it also becomes a 
problem for the doctors to examine this 
many kids each year."

new six-court tennis facility

vertise for bids to construct four 
new courts and to resurface two 
existing courts, at an estimated 
cost of $90,000. Plans for the 
construction 
project 
were 


presented by Dallas architect 
Steve Buford, who answered 
specivic questions from the 
board about the court proposal. 


The championship courts will 


have an acrylic surface similar 
to Laykold and will be lighted. 


The courts will be constructed 
on a two-inch sand cushion and 
a five-inch slab, with lime in- 
jection to the soil to a depth of 
seven foot at five-foot intervals. 


In addition, bleachers 
for 


about 50 spectators per court 
will be installed. Lighting will 
be operated from coin boxes so 
students may use the courts in 
the evenings.

About 90 construction days will 
be needed for the project, with 
completion expected in late 
March.

Corsicanans tell Corps of flood woes

Wastehigh flooding and sewage bubbling up in the streets 


were two of the problems representatives of the U. S. Army 
Corps Engineers heard about Thursday night at city hall. 


Almost 60 Corsicanans turned out to listen to the Corps explain 


its preliminary study of Post Oak Creek and to tell Corps 
members of their own particular problems with the creek. 


Mayor H. R. Stroube Jr., City Commissioners Irene Boozer, 


and R. B. Gober were on hand as was City Manager Dick 
Ballenger, and City Engineer Al Smith, and Public Works 
Director I,arry DeMoss. 


Jerry Johnson, civil engineer with the Corps who chaired the 


hearing, said, "The current Post Oak Creek study is being 
prepared under the authority of Section 205 of the 1948 Flood 
Control Act. In January the mayor of Corsicaiui in a letter 
requested the Fort Worth District (of the Corps) to study the 
flood problem along Post Oak Creek." 


JOHNSON said a reconnaissance study was conducted to 


determine whether a flood control project was economically 
feasible. He'explained that various plans of improvement were 
considered as possible solutions to the creek problem in order to 
determine the feasibility. 


"The most viable plan considered consisted of an improved 


channel on the creek with the reach beginning upstream of 
North Bowie Drive to downstream of 13th Street and also an 
improved channel on the major right bank tributary just below 
Dobbins Street with the reach beginning approximately up- 
stream of 26th street to the confluence of Post Oak Creek. 


"As most of you know, even the small floods that occur one or 


more times a year cause damage and disruption to your 
everyday lives. Other problems such as stream pollution, 
erosion, improper land use, insect control, destruction of 
natural areas and deteriorating neighborhood quality rob the 
watershed of its rich potential," Johnson said. 


JOHNSON said the Corps had developed four alternatives to 


the Post Oak Creek problems: no action, nonstructural 
measures, structural measures and a combination of the last 
two. 


Johnson said the Corps looked at the creek from the stand- 


point of preserving the existing environment. He said they 
considered that since Corsicana had adopted land-use controls, 
the periodic work by the city might resolve the flooding con- 
ditions. The Corps, he said, after studying the project area, 
determined that "conditions in the project area will probably 
deteriorate in spite of city actions."

Corps include flood proofing, permanent evacuation of the area, 
land use regulation, flood forecasting (with warning and tem- 
porary evacuation), flood insurance and or flood easements. 


Structural measures the Corps is looking at, Johnson said, 


include an improved channel, diversion, levees, a flood wall, or 
impoundment of the water. The Corps will also look at using a 
combination of nonstructural and structural alternatives in 
their study of the area. 


The Corps does not presently have a plan, Johnson explained, 


"Additional study and refinements of the alternatives presented 
with feedback from you, the citizens of the Post Oak Creek area, 
will produce a plan which we can recommend." 


Johnson said the Corps will be back down to continue its study 


of the creek and its 10 square mile watershed region. 


NO ACTUAL timetable was available for when the project 


might begin. Johnson said a preliminary draft of the plan had to 
be submitted to the Corps' Dallas office by December. A "draft 
detail project report" will be sent to Washington by June of 1978. 
Don Merrit asked from the audience if two years was a good 
estimate of when work might start. 


Johnson said yes, but he couldn't be sure about the exact time 


as it depended on the review process for the report. 


Johnson noted that the project study was halted in November 


of 1975 by President Ford's cutoff of funds for the Small Projects 
Program. The program was reinstated in March of 1977. 


Ray Gowan, 1818 Beverly Dr. West, told the Corps he had been 


trying to solve his flood problem with the city for 11 years. 


"My problem is not the creek primarily. It's the watershed 


leading to the creek," Gowan said. 


THE REV. Tim Donald, 1801 Beverly Dr. East, said his 


problem was poor sewage and drainage. He said development 
above his house, on I^exington Square, has caused a higher 
runoff downhill toward his house to a tributary of Post Oak 
Creek. 
"Come a four inch rain and sewage is bubbling up through 


manhole covers. It's appalling," he said. 


Donald explained that the tributary, which runs next to his 


house and was part of the original Post Oak Creek bed, is being 
filled in with dirt by the landowners on each side. 


Donald was referring to E.E. Burkhart, who is building a 


round house on an irregularly Shaped lot. Burkhart has put in 
several loads of fill dirt along the creek, narrowing its width at 
one point to about 18 inches. 


Burkhart's house and fill dirt were the subject of a Board of 


Adjustment hearing one week ago. 


MAURICE YOUNG, 1906 W. Park, who said he doesn't live 


near the creek but whose son does, told the Corps he was 
familiar with the ditch Donald was talking about. He said the 
development above Beverly Drive, on Lexington, would cause 
higher runoff during heavy rains, and if the landowners con- 
tinued filling the creek, there would be no place for the water to 
go. 


"Mr. Ballenger said in the paper yesterday the city couldn't 


touch it if the people who own it don't give their permission for 
the city to clean it out," Young said. 


Arlon Simmons, 505 Madison, asked Johnson if the city of 


Corsicana could utilize federal regulations in obtaining right of 
way for a creek project. 


"We require the city to get the land easement and right of way 


in any project we go into," Johnson said, "and the method they 
use is up to them." 


SIMMONS ASKED if the city had the right of eminent domain. 
"That would be up to the city," Johnson answered. "We don't 


get that involved." 


Walter H. Lister, 1911 Mimosa, said the problem where he 


lived on Mimosa centered on tributary water not being able to 
get into Post Oak Creek. 


"What we need is storm drains to take the water off of 24th and 


keep it off," Lister suggested. He asked what the steps were to 
get a plan in operation. Johnson said once the Corps settles on a 
plan, they would bring it to the city commission and hold 
another public hearing on the creek. Johnson added the Corps 
wasn't quite ready to start that yet. 


"Well, I'm not trying to push you," Lister said. "Tonight or in 


the morning will be soon enough.'' 


SEVERAL QUESTIONS about what options are open to the 


city of Corsicana while the Corps is conducting its planning were 
sidestepped by Johnson who said he "couldn't speak for the 
city." 
Commissioner Gober, saying he didn't want to put Ballenger 


on the spot, asked if the city manager would outline what has 
been done and what is possible for the city to do in the mean- 
time. 


"I came to City of Corsicana in 1972 as the director of public 


works with Jack Russell. He told me 'I think your first major 
project is cleaning up Post Oak Creek,'" Ballenger said. 


Ballenger said the scope of the project the Corps is con- 


sidering "is far beyond the capabilities and resources of the City 
of Corsicana." He went on to explain some of the cleaning work 
done on the creek in the past, and added more clean-up work is 
scheduled for the immediate future. 


THE CITY manager said they have had problems with people 


not letting the city come on to their land to do work. He said this 
attitude will make the job on Post Oak Creek harder. He said 
when people sue the city for a bulldozer going on their property, 
"they are really suing themselves." 


"My bosses, the people you elected, will do everything 


necessary when we know what is necessary," Ballenger said. 


He went on to urge the people at the meeting to work toward 


helping the Corps and city when the time comes to acquire land 
for the improvement project. 


"You can do more in your own neighborhoods to help this 


effort than we can at city hall," he said. 


He said when the city starts acquiring land for the project and 


citizens hear of a neighbor holding out, they ought to apply 
"peer pressure" to change the person's mind. 


Roland Ray, one of the three Corps representatives at the 


hearing, asked what the record high was for the flood waters. 
Several persons indicated depths from seven to 12 inches in their 
neighborhoods. 


ERNEST DOUGLAS, brandishing a photograph of his flooded 


store at 1023 N. 13th, said his record was "knee deep and waist 
deep." 


Douglas told Ray that since Navarro Mall has been built the 


runoff to the creek has increased "tremendously." He added 
that the new K-Mart store would make the flood problem for his 
store even worse.

Shelton asks merit pay for employes

Sheriff Jerry Shelton, with the backing of County Auditor 


Elbert Dossey, urged the Navarro County County Com- 
missioner's court to allow him to set up a merit pay system in 
the sheriff's department. 


"There is no differential in pay among my deputies according 


to their responsibilities," Shelton said, adding, "you have to 
give your employes something to look forward to. Right now 
they have no incentive to work toward promotion." 


Shelton made the statement during Tuesday's budget hearing 


on the 1978 county budget. The sheriff is requesting a 10.6 per 
cent increase for 1978. His proposed budget totals $279,108, 
revenue sharing request included, which is $26,800 over the 
$252,300 he got for 1977. 


THE SHERIFF is asking the commissioner's court to grant a 


$100 a month raise to his chief deputy and assistant chief deputy 
above the $50 a month cost of living raise the court already has 
approved. 


He also asked that his two investigators get $50 more per 


month over the raise. 


Under Shelton's proposal, Chief Deputy Jim Hodge will 


receive a yearly salary of $12,346, Assistant Chief Deputy Eddie 
Forman, $11,634. His two investigators, Grady McCall and 
Jimmie Spencer would receive $10,943. 


"This is going to cause some hard feelings," said Com- 


missioner Clint Bell, "What about my employe;;?" 


"Well, that's what I've been saying," County Judge Rob Dunn 


said, adding he felt the county pay system should be on a 
graduated system like the sheriff is proposing. 


"WE CAN'Tgive just some people another raise," Bell said. 
"Jerry, I'll hack you all the way on your budget except for the 


$50 raises," said Commissioner R.J. Henderson. 


Shelton responded saying "Everybody deserves that $50 cost 


of living raise. Hut I want to know what's wrong with a merit 
raise." 


"1 understand the merit raise," Bell said. 


"You 
have to give incentive to your people for a job well done. 


People work for only two reasons, money and recognition. If I'm 
going to be the personnel manager of my department, I've got to 
have the tools to work with. Promotions and raises are my tools. 
If you take away my ability to adjust salaries, then you've taken 
my tools," Shelton said. 


"I favor the sheriff's proposal," Dossey said, "as being a 


forward step. It's very sound. I approve of his grading 


techniques (of employes). You've got to have a start.ng point. 


DOSSEY ADDED that it would not be fair to prevent Shelton 


from instituting the graduated pay system just because no one 
else in the courthouse thought to include it in his budget. 


Bell added that he wasn't going to make a move on the 


proposal after he "caught most of the heat" for the county's 70.7 
tax increase. 


"Taxpayers bite you and they bite you hard, Bell said. 
The commissioners seemed opposed to Shelton's idea, each 


indicating that if they approved the sheriff's merit pay plan, 
every officeholder would jump on their backs and demand the 
same treatment. 


"It's not right to hold the sheriff back just because he took the 


initative " Dossey said. He added that the county officials 
should not become so "fearful" of public reaction they "stop 
making progress." 


The auditor continued "maybe it's time to inform the people 


that if they want better service in Navarro County it s going to 
cost more It's just like if we want a good accounting system, it's 
going to cost more. We can't be expected to keep expenditures 
down in a spiraling economy and give better service.

Church of Christ is denied zoning change

A zoning change for 
the 


former site of the College Hill 
Church of Christ was denied by 
the city's Planning & Zoning 
Commission Thursday, after 
the commission heard protests 
from neighbors in the area. 


The Church of Christ at 2nd 


and 24th, now owners of the 
property, had sought a change 
from Residential-3 zoning to 
Multi-family zoning to increase 
the value of the property before 
the church sells the land. 


Neilan French, representing 


the church, told zoning com- 
missioners 
that 
the 


congregation plans to purchase 
15 acres of land on W. Hwy 22 on 
which to build a new church. To 
do that, he said, the church 
needs to get "the best price 
possible" 
for 
its 
current 


property holdings. 


But neighbors in the area of 


the old church site protested the 
change, saying that traffic and 
drainage problems in the area 
would be worsened with the 
construction of more apart- 
ments in the neighborhood. 


THE ZONINO commission 


received five written protests 
and only one letter favoring the 
change from adjacent property 
owners. Four residents spoke 
against the change 
at the 


meeting. A petition from area 
residents who opposed 
the 


change was also received, but 
those signing lived outside the 
200-foot radius designated as 
the property owners to be 
contacted by the city about a 
proposed zoning change. 


In making his motion to deny 


the request, Don Marrett said 
he based that motion on the 
reaction of the neighboring 


property owners. David Brown 
seconded the motion by saying 
that if the church had appeared 
with a prospective buyer who 
could have described what was 
intended to be built there, how 
many more vehicles would have 
been drawn into the area, the 
impact on traffic in general, 
and other specifics, then the 
commission might have con- 
sidered granting the change. 


Marrett's motion to deny the 


change passed, 
with Com- 


missioners Marrett, 
Brown, 


Hartley Young, and Billy Bob 
Collier voting against changing 


the 
zoning. 
Commissioner 


Willie Winters abstained.
